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Part | Total Crime

Cambridge has experienced a 10% rise in serious crime this year when
compared with the first two quarters of 2014, but when measured against the
five-year average for the same time frame, a 6% decline, with 90 fewer crimes
than the projected total, was recorded.

Further analysis of the crime totals for the first two quarters of this year
indicates that, while violent crimes recorded a 4% decrease with five fewer
incidents over the first six months of the year, property crimes have edged
upward 12% with 128 additional incidents reported when compared with the
same time frame in 2014.

The property crimes of Burglary & Larceny are the key indicators and the
driving forces behind the upturn in crime numbers. The index crime of Burglary
has increased 58% and a 7% upsurge in larceny has been reported.

The surge in burglary this year should be tempered by the fact that the 2014
totals for this property crime in Cambridge were at their lowest point in over 50
years.

Analysis of property crime totals for the first two quarters of 2015 indicates a
12% increase when measured against the 2014 totals and a 5% decline below
the five-year average. One of the more significant statistics for the first six
months of the year was the 114% increase in the commercial burglary category.
This sudden increase in commercial breaks may be part of a regional trend that
emerged early in 2015. This trend may be reversing after a 57% decline in
commercial burglaries from May to June was recorded. There has been a 16%
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E upswing in larceny from motor vehicles through the end of June, with 31
additional thefts from cars reported year-to-date.

The projected five-year weighted average for violent crime in Cambridge for the first two
quarters of 2015 was 170 incidents. Through June 29" of this year, there were 137 violent
crimes reported in the City, 33 serious violent crimes under the total forecasted for this period
(-19%) and 5 crimes below the same time frame last year (-4%).

There have been eight additional street robberies reported in Cambridge this year when
compared with the same time frame in 2014 to post a 38% increase. There was a dramatic
incline from 3 street robberies in May of this year to 11 in June. The majority of these incidents
were concentrated around the neighborhoods of Central Square. The five-year average for
street robbery in Cambridge for the first two quarters of the year is 40 incidents. Over the first
six months of 2015, 29 incidents were reported, which translates to a 28% decline below the
projected total. The street robbery total in 2014 was the lowest in Cambridge in 50 years.
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The first homicide of 2015 in Cambridge was reported in April. Meanwhile, the crime of rape
dropped 13% over the first two quarters of this year when compared with 2014, while
aggravated assault fell 9% with domestic assaults on the wane. 23 _

There were 13 rapes reported in Cambridge
during the first two quarters of 2015, two fewer
than the 15 incidents that were reported between
January and the end of June in 2014. Ten of the
incidents this year have been classified as
acquaintance rapes, one as a blitz scenario,
another sexual assault is being investigated as a
contact crime involving a date rape drug, and the
final incident is yet to be categorized.

The following is the final breakdown of the rape
classifications in Cambridge for 2014: two
stranger-to-stranger rapes, ten involving
acquaintances, seven contact situations, and five
domestic sexual assaults; a total of 24 incidents.

The second stranger-to-stranger rape of 2014
was reported in December, resulting in the arrest
of Alejandro Done, 46, of Boston, who was
charged with assault to rape, kidnapping, and
assault and battery.

The FBI's Uniform Crime Report for 2013 reports
that the rate of forcible rapes in 2013 was

estimated at 25.2 per 100,000 female inhabitants.

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Larceny through the first half of 2015 is up 7% (or 59
incidents) when compared with the same time frame in 2014.
However, the total of 936 larcenies reported year-to-date remains
7% below the 5-year weighted average of 1006 incidents.

Larcenies from motor vehicles through June have increased
by 31 crimes, or 16%, over the number reported during the
same time frame in 2014. Despite this increase, there are
currently no patterns anywhere in the city.

Larcenies from the person continue their downward
momentum. Through the first six months of 2015, this crime
type is down 15% when compared with the same time frame last
year, and is down 43% below the five-year average. Central Sq
saw the most activity in June with seven incidents, followed by
the Harvard Sq area with three.

There have been 182 larcenies from buildings reported
during the first half of 2015. This is 5% above the 174 incidents
reported in 2014 and 2% below the five-year average of 185. A
series of thefts from construction sites across the city earlier this
year ended with the arrest of a suspect in Boston. In late March,
multiple thefts from rooms were reported at a hotel on Broadway,
perpetrated by a subcontractor doing work inside the hotel. A
homeless male was arrested in connection with multiple thefts
from lockers at a gym in Porter Square in June.

Similar to last year, larcenies from residences continue to be
on the rise, registering 49% higher through June of 2015
than during the same time frame last year. Over 56% (68) of
the 121 incidents to date have involved package thefts from
residences. Riverside saw the most package thefts in June with
3, followed by Mid-Cambridge with 2. Mid-Cambridge has also
seen the most year-to-date with 17. Incidents remain sporadic
with no temporal patterns identified at this time.

Year-to-date, there have been 109 bikes reported stolen in
Cambridge, down 8% from the 119 reported through the first
half of 2014 and down 11% from the 5-year average. Bike
thefts remained consistent from May to June of this year, with 40
reported in each month. West Cambridge saw the most in June
with 7 incidents, followed by East Cambridge, Cambridgeport,
and Riverside, each with 5.

Larcenies from motor vehicles climbed from 200 thefts
over the first two quarters of 2014 up to 231 incidents
through June 29" of this year. The five-year average for
larceny from MVs in Cambridge for the first six months
of the year is 254 incidents. The 231 LMVs so far in
2015 points to a 9% decline below the projected total.

During the first three weeks in March, there were 41
thefts from cars across the City. Close to 70% of these
incidents were in North Cambridge, Peabody, and
Agassiz. Suspects were targeting mostly unlocked cars,
with loose change and cell phones stolen. Over the final
week of March, directed patrols and the arrest of two
suspects from Somerville curtailed this activity. Sporadic
activity in North Cambridge resurfaced on weekend
nights during June. Extra patrols have been directed to

the area.

During the nine weekends of May & June, there were
only 19 scattered and unconnected thefts from cars in
the City, a remarkably low total for two warm weather
months. At the present time, there are no
concentrations, clusters, series, patterns, or trends that
are operational for larceny from motor vehicles. The
major regional trend identified in 2015 has been the theft
of tires from Hondas in the southwest section of Boston.

Larcenies from MVs declined 16% in 2014 when
compared with the same time frame in 2013. There were
101 fewer thefts reported in 2014. This crime has also
dropped 25% when measured against the five-year
average, with 167 fewer incidents than the projected
total of 681 thefts.

Larcenies from the person are down 15 incidents
through June 29, 2015, when compared with the
same time frame in 2014. The total of 83 incidents
reported thus far in 2015 is 63 incidents, or 43%, below
the five-year average of 146. Incidents have dropped
13% from May (16) to June (14). Central Square saw
the most overall activity in June with 7 incidents,
followed by Harvard Square with 3.

Very little pattern activity was seen in 2014, and this
trend has continued through the first half of 2015. In
past years, much of the larceny from person activity
was reported at bars and restaurants in the Squares
(known as "dipper" activity). In June, there was only
one dipper incident reported citywide; the theft of a
purse from a café in Central Square.

Three thefts were reported from victims that were
shopping at the time of the incidents; one at the
Galleria Mall, one at a grocery store in Mid-Cambridge,
and one at a drug store in Central Square.

Official totals for 2014 put the final number of larcenies
from the person at 220 incidents for the year. This was
35% below the 341 incidents reported in 2013. Part of
the explanation for the large reduction in this crime type
over the past year may be that a number of the more
prolific thieves, particularly ones that tend to target the
Harvard Square area, are currently incarcerated.
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Larcenies from persons year-to-date in 2015 are 15%
below the level reported through the first half of 2014,
and they are registering far below the five-year average
for the second year in arow (-43%). No major patterns
have emerged anywhere in the city so far in 2015.
Crimes of this type tend to be concentrated in the
major business districts of Cambridge, namely Central
& Harvard Sq, and at the Galleria Mall. We also see the
occasional theft of property from students at schools
and from people who leave items unattended while at
parks/recreational areas in the warmer months.

No Patterns

Through the first half of 2015, there have been 109
bicycles reported stolen citywide in Cambridge. This is
10 incidents below the 119 thefts reported during this
time frame in 2014 (-8%) and 14 incidents below the
five-year average of 123 (-11%).

Due to the record-breaking snowy and cold winter this
year, our numbers were understandably low prior to
May. In fact, likely because of the weather, not a single
bike theft was reported in February, and only 4 were
reported in March. With the turn of the weather,
numbers jumped to 14 thefts in April and skyrocketed to
40 each in May and June. In June, West Cambridge
saw the most bike thefts (7 incidents), followed by East
Cambridge, Cambridgeport, and Riverside (each with
5). Just over 85% (75) of the 67 bicycles stolen year-to-
date in 2015 were locked at the time of the thefts.

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As would be expected, blcycle thefts have risen Wlth the
warm weather, with 89% of the year’s total having
occurred since April 1 (37% in June alone). In addition to
hotspots in Porter Sq, Harvard Sq, and East Cambridge,
there has also been a recent increase in thefts from
parking garage bike cages and racks in Technology Sq
and around Alewife MBTA station.

There have been 16 bike thefts in East
Cambridge since April 1. Four of these
were at the Galleria Mall in April and
May, but June was quiet at this location.
Three juveniles were arrested in May for
stealing bikes in two separate incidents
in this neighborhood.

WATERTOWN

Bike thefts have picked up in Harvard
Square over the past two months. This
was the most active area in the City for
bike thefts in June, with 9 incidents.
The majority were locked to bike racks
or poles in the Square and were taken
on weekdays (4 on Wednesdays).

A Dorchester male was arrested
after an officer witnessed him
attempting to steal a bike in Central

INO' Potterns

» The projected five—year weighted average for

auto thefts through the first half of the year is 57
incidents. With 56 thefts reported year-to-date, we
are 2% below the average and in line with the
number reported during this time frame in 2014.

There were 17 auto thefts reported in the past
four weeks, which is up six incidents or 55% from
the previous four weeks. With temperatures
heating up, we have seen scooter and moped
thefts skyrocket as 15 of the 17 auto thefts
reported in the past four weeks have involved
these types of vehicles. Area 4, Cambridgeport
and North Cambridge all experienced 3 of these
thefts in the past month. An arrest was made of
two juveniles in the Central Square area after they
stole a Cambridge residents scooter.

Since the beginning of the year, the following
neighborhoods have reported auto thefts:
Cambridgeport (9), Area 4 (8), North Cambridge
(7), Inman (7), West Cambridge (6), East
Cambridge (4), Peabody (4), Riverside (4), Mid
Cambridge (3), Agassiz (3), and Highlands (1).
The larger number of auto thefts in West
Cambridge is due to an auto rental company
reporting vehicles that were rented and not
returned in a timely fashion as stolen.

Of the 56 cars stolen thus far in 2015, 30 (54%)
have been recovered to date.
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Auto Thefts: 6.1.15 to 6.29.15
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Arrest of two Boston juveniles for a
moped theft, which was recovered
and discovered to have been stolen
from a Cambridge resident.

Since the beginning of June there have been fifteen
moped and motorcycle thefts reported across the city.
Two locations reported two separate thefts: Whole
Foods parking lot on River St and the 100 block of
Berkshire St. There are a few clusters in Area 4 and
Agassiz however no temporal pattern has emerged.
There have been three recoveries noted within
Cambridge however others may have been found
outside the city.

Moped and motorcycle thefts have experienced a large
spike in Cambridge over the past month, however this
activity is being reported regionally.
